(efu-ing bills in (765 to this time, you must not estimate at less than one 
million two hundred thousand pounds, £1 ,mo, cod. The turn though very 
great, >*i f renlly believe short of what Its* been paid into the cash of the 
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Dutch And French Companies. The present terms on ’ which the French 
grant bill* is 3/2 per re pee and a sight of 365 days, and for the last nine 
mo silIh* or 375 dap* an interest at the rate of 4 per cenl per annum is 
allowed, Even at this rate of exchange, bills are only granted for half the 
amount you pay into their cash : the other half remains there twelve mouths 
at an interest of 6 per cent., and at the expiration of that term bills at 
365 days and exchange at 2/2 is to be granted. Such are the advantages 
your rivals enjoy in conducting their trade, whilst we find a difficulty in 
realising your possessions. 

1 cannot pass over this without a remark which you may make either 
subservient to the publick or to your own private interest, though [ am 
apprehensive the opportunity is past, as the French find they can with such 
facility procure cash here for bills, otherwise bill# might be granted on India 
in favor of Dutch and French at a/a per rupee payable in three- month* and 
redrawn either at the same rate or 2. To effect this, either on behalf of the 
puhiick or on a private account, requires no capital; and, as for th* regulations 
and restrictions necessary for the proper execution of such a scheme, 
lUev arc obvious and easy. 1 would myself undertake to answer drafts to the 
amounts of £300,000 provided our Company Mill continue to reject cash for 
bills, and should esteem myself much indebted to any friend who would 
Consider me so much as to negotiate such a remittance, and put out to 
interest the sum in consequence received the interest on which to be divided 
equally betwixt us. The sum I would undertake to answer drafts to the 
amount of may appear large to you who are not on the spot and conse¬ 
quently cannot form an idea of the difficulty that attends the remitting cash 
bom hence. Even the French make a great merit with our gentlemen in 
receiving their cash and require a very great interest with their Governor 
Or same particular members of their Council, to get money accepted into 
their cash for bills.

necessary, I have m this manner commissioned Carden at fJassorali and 
Donston and Coks at BeucnoUn, for with what f have remitted for tuy own 
account this year with the bills I shall be entitled to next year I do not suppose 
That for myself 1 shall have occasion (or j^’.ooo, anJ was I not under the 
necessity of paying so much in England, believe me you alone should be 
considered l have nor remitted a Rupee but what has been known to you 
except about £600 to my father for necessaries, and as you must be sensible 
of the difficulties 1 have tahored under to effect that so necessary a remittance, 
you, J make no doubt will be pleaded with I be little t have done lor von 
Profeaiioni and arts should lie similar and both J hope have and will 
continue ft! evince the sincerity of that esteem I bear you. 

The war upon the coast is said to bt drawing to a conclusion, the 
iktachmi-m commanded by Lieutenant-Go Ion el Hart is within three days of 
Hyderabad. Narim Ally's capital. Jn consequence the Nazim to defend bis 
capital has ^rpatalod lii.s forces From these of Ifydcr Ally’* but finding; his 
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own unequal to the English force be lias offered terms which it is supposed 
the gentlemen of Fort St. George will acquiesce to. 

Hyder AUy is retired to his own country which in ait human probability 
will be subjected to another by the English arms. HU force U dispirited by 
two defeats and since by the separation of the troops under Nanm Ally. 
They are nevertheless unbroken [and] it b reported that he has taken post, and 
fortified bis camp where in the heart of his dominions he expects our stuck, 
but this is so much like Asian parade that I desired it and rather think he 
wil} yield or shut himself up in his strongest and most inaccessible fort. 

We have had an expedition on foot to Kepaul in consequence of 
application for assistance from the Raja who has been abut up from time to 
time for these six years past in his capital by bis hill neighbours. As a 
number of cur seapoys have been already fort I am not certain whether It 
will not overset the expedition. In my opinion the gentlemen ought not 
to tempt fortune too far

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We go back to the piazza before the Church. Looking np top of the 
flagstaff elicited several questions from my part, which Philip, Uu* hearer, and 
Anthony, tbc sacristan, tried to answer to the Iwst of their knowledge.

The Emperor wddfcned the proposal, and with an army of j6,ooo Moors 
and (ienttns. whom they levied, and got Jlaelpllm-d, the Company went on 
year after year, conquering new towns and wealthy Cities, tho spoils of whit h, 
distributed among tire officer* and ^oidi-rrs helped to make them rich. The 
S aiij English Company, laving now become lh greal C*rear, collect since 
1758. the great revenues [p- *3] of the kingdoms of Bengal, pay with them

Francis HUclianati i fn name wbh?L> he bore throughout hli diretr in 
India i was bom on the i grh. February 176* at Rraiuit in tbr parish oi 
Cafk-ncfer, Stirlingshire 

He catnr.' of ibt branch of tbs Clan Buchanan. known as the BuithuUns 
Of Spinal, and is fa* -uetth^iully established, on the $th July rjtjq his right 
to he Chief of ihc Clan Buchanan, it is of interest to trace his claims to be 
thr littei! descendant of Waite 1 Buchanan, Rwt of Spittal, and as such tire 
male representative oi th“ family, Bur ban an ■ f Buchanan.

He then went to Edinburgh to study medicine, and among Ids teachers 
were John Hope, Professor of RoUny and a friend 0! Linnaeus, Francis 
Home and Alexander Monro set audits. Among Ills fellow students and 
friends for life was J. E. (afterwards Sir J, E,} Smith, purclutser of Ufinnis 
herbarium and the founder of the Linnaran Society. A* a student Buchanan 
•M known as a keen collector, He look his M. D degree at Edinburgh in 
1783, in his aznd year. We learn from Lt. Cql D. G Crawfords History 
9 / the Italian Medical S;rv>ce that f- rands Buchanan made .-ever a I voyage* 
to the East as a Ship s Surgeon, then, as now, one of the best way* for 4 
young medico to see the world, 

Hi* first voyage was in the ship Duke 9/ Montrose to Bombay which 
returned to England in 1787 : he then made u second voyage to Chins and 
Bombay In 17R&.S9 in the same ship, In ijgr-.; hr visited Iht- Coromandel 
Coast and Bengal, and in 1794 came to I he East again, to Bengal in the ship 
Base These voyages appear to be the foundation forafaniily tradition that he

Francis Buchanan entered the Indian Medical Service on the jfith.

Hall 
ol the College [of Fort Wjlliamjt appears to them a place in every respect 
suited for this purpose. Die Committer: have learnt with much pleasure that the 
proposal of appropriating the Hall to this purpose meet* the approbation of 
the College Council.

tn London, and this led to many curios esportends*, lor instance, ihe 
GovLinmertt in India went without hew* of the declaration of war in Europe 
for many months, ami likewise after peace bar! been declared in Europe they 
were still hammering at the French in fndk till Uie new* came 

thr beginning cd the eighteenth century Englishmen in India never 
touk any leave to Europe, and iatef, in iacl. until the Overland Route was 
opened people uinyed in India fifteen m twenty years without guiug hum* 
The evidence of India'* old graveyards illustrates how they died—young 
in great numbers, and others in llleir prime.

35 a month or two previously 3 party from India 
had been attacked by Bedouins and robbed of about £ 40,000 and stripped of

robbed in 3 simitar manner about the same time. George Baldwin the tirat 
British Consul-General iti Egypt who ws» also Agent for the H.EJ. Company, 
represented the hardships and dangers to Anglo-Indians crossing Egypt to 
the Supremo Council in Bengal, a> did uj.ro Mr John O'Donnell, one of thc- 
persons robbed.

KEY OF BekGai., and the Olu RIVER Road" Some year* ago {mdi fortgal 
Pott &* PreunL VoL V. igog) I wrote ol the fort of Tcliagfraei staling that 
1 could find out nothing about its history. Sinc<- Uien I have trad Me*. 
Annette S. Beveridge's translation of the llicmayun Name by GtiURadcft

It*- colour was red, 
lor the iront was faced with slabs of red cement, pointed with white between 
the slabs It was opened for -.errice on December 23, 1770, and tlmv after a 
lapse of 14 years, Calcutta once more beheld an English Church, completed 
at the expense of a stranger, the former Old Church having hern destroyed 
by the barbarians in 1756." 

The original church, as Klernundcr blulL it, appears to have been to

The reason for the long delay of 3$ rears in building the Church 
appears to have been that Kiernander had his hands lull in another direction. 
FW at ibis time he lived in his Garden house, which was soon to form the 
Central Block of the Presidency General Hospital, On April 35th t;68 
the Council decided to buy thi> hoti&e : with addition* j for a hjiyi of 
R. 98,900 Arcot rupees for the purpose of a hospital, and Kiernandrr under, 
took to supervise tlir building of East and West blocks Apparently lhe 
contractors failed to supply him with cAttnam. and .tmnirdingly he had V< 
take material supplied for the Church. The Hospital was completed and 
inhabited by sick people front April and 1770, alt-r which he wrts able to push 
on with the building of the Church.
